Telecom Tariffs for Internet Services—Discount and Flexihour Schemes 

No. 309-l/99-'TRAI (Econ.).—The Telecom Regulatory Authority of India (T.RA.I.) notified the tariffs for TCP/IP 
dial up services in the Gazette Notification No. 60 of 17th December, 1997 published in Part Ill-Scction 4. 
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2. Videsh Sanchar Nigam Limited has approached the T.R.A.I, for approval of renewal discount schemes for its 
existing customers, and Hexihour schemes under which customers can upgrade the number of hours in their accounts by 
paying the difference between the charges for the existing slab and the slab to which they wish to upgrade. 

3. T.R. A.I. has decided to forbear such tariffs as above for TCP/IP Dial up services. 

4. This shall come into force with immediate effect.
